Demonstration 
Legislation 
in Making

WASHINGTON (AP) - Con- 


gress is coming to grips anew 
with what just about everybody 
agrees is the "crisis of Ameri- 
can cities." 


The House is expected to take 


up next week the Johnson ad- 
ministration's 
"demonstration 


cities" bill, already passed by 
the Senate. 


This is a new, experimental, 


coordinated approach to a long 
list of city ills, including housing 
blight, poverty, lack of educa- 
tion, shortage of skills, poor 
health, halting transportation. 


The new legislation aims at a 


teamwork effort to help cities 
raise the quality of life in whole 
neighborhoods, especially hard- 
core slums. The idea is to re- 
verse decay, not only of build- 
ings but of people. 


The bill would authorize $900 


million - $400 million for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, 
1967, 
and $500 million for the 


succeeding fiscal year. Presi- 
dent Johnson originally asked 
for a five-year program costing 
$2.3 billion. But congressional 
committees 
decided 
on 
two 


years, after which they presu- 
mably would take a new look to 
decide how the experiment was 
panning out. 


Since the bill sets no mini- 


mum or maximum for grants to 
individual communities, there's 
no way to tell how many cities 
or towns might be helped under 
funds appropriated for a fiscal 
year. 


How 
would 
the 
program 


work? 


First, a city would be expect- 


ed to come up with an accepta- 
ble, 
creative proposal to use 


existing federal programs in a 
coordinated attack on the ills of 
a neighborhood — in smaller 
cities it might be the entire 
slum or slums. 


These existing federal pro- 


grams cost the cities, and in 
some cases, the states, money, 
because many of them are on a 
matching basis. But under the 
new legislation, the federal gov- 
ernment could make a supple- 
mental grant amount to 80 per 
cent of the city-state share. 


Robert C. Weaver, secretary 


of housing and urban develop- 
ment, emphasizes the program 
would be available to little cities 
as well as big ones.

Valenti gives the impression 


He talks 
tirelessly about (he movie me- 
dium and his hopes for it. 


So far his travels have been 


solitary. His wife, a secretary to 
President Johnson when he was 
senator, gave birth to a son, 
John Lyndon, July 30. 


The Valentis, who also have a 


4-year-old daughter, chose Lyn- 
don B, Johnson as godfather for 
their son, and it is apparent that 
the warm relationship between 
the two men continues. It's pos- 
sible, though not too probable, 
that Valenti may be able to im- 
prove the 
President's movie 


attendance. 


"His wife and daughters are

Valenti. "Lynda and Luci used 
to 
run 
movies at the White 


House almost every night, and 
Mrs. Johnson often joined them.

Although progress in the 


treatment of kidney stones is 
still b e i n g made, the best 
treatment for those who have 
a tendency to stone formation 
is prevention of a recurrence 
or of stones larger than grains 
of sand. In general such per- 
sons should not drink milk as 
a beverage. If they adhere to 
this rule they may take mod- 
erate a m o u n t s of milk or 
cream on their food and small 
amounts of cheese from time 
to time. 


Such f o o d s as spinach, 


potatoes, 
tomatoes, 
endive, 


rhubarb, figs, plums, straw- 
berries, 
tea 
and 
chocolate 


should also be taken sparingly 
because they contain oxalate 
—a prime constituent of many 
kidney stones. 
These foods 


need not be completely left 
out 
of 
the 
stone-former's 


diet but, when he takes them, 
he should increase his fluid 
intake because a high con- 
centration of oxalates favors 
precipitating them out of solu- 
tion. 


Orthophosphate taken by 


mouth is a further means of 
keeping both calcium oxalate 
and 
calcium phosphate in 


solution. A recent study of a 
group of chronic stone-form- 
ers showed that a single 420- 
milligram tablet of magnesium 
oxide taken daily prevented a 
recurrence 
of stones. This 


treatment must be continued 
indefinitely because, if it is 
stopped, the stones are formed 
again.

This injustice still fes- 
ters in their minds and they 
hold the United Nations re- 
sponsible for their lot and for 
extending assistance to them 
until a solution can be found 
to their problems." 


From the looks of things in 


Jordan, a hot, dusty country 
whose natural resources com- 
pare unfavorably with those 
of Antarctica, even UNRWA, 
which relies totally on volun- 
tary contributions from the 
nations of the world, has been 
unable to improve the lot of 
the refugees. 


Almost 70 per cent of them 


(some 875,000) are i s s u e d 
basic dry rations each month. 
This amounts to about 1,500 
calories daily at a cost of nine 
cents per refugee. 


UNRWA operates 54 camps 


in Jordan, Syria, Lebanon and 
the 
Gaza Strip which give 


shelter to about a half-million 
people. The others, because 
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ot the lack of funds, have had 
to find their own accommo- 
dations. 


A visit to the Shu'fat camp, 


a new installation on the out- 
skirts of Jerusalem w h i c h 
houses about 2,500 people, is 
a sobering experience. 


Shu'fat is not a festering 


slum. Sanitary facilities are 
reasonably good. Health care 
is adequate. The school build- 
ings are large and substan- 
t i a l . There is less than enough 
food, true, but enough to get 
by. 


Hut the sadness and aim- 


lessness which pervade the 
camp effectively cancels the 
brick-and-mortar gains. Fam- 
ilies lined up to receive their 
rations do not laugh or joke. 


An 
UNRWA 
official 
ex- 


plained: 


"It is traditional for Arab 


children to follow the occupa- 
tions of their fathers. The son 
of a carpenter normally be- 
comes a carpenter; the son of 
a farmer becomes a farmer. 


"But the partition of Pales- 


tine separated the f a r m e r 
from his farm, the carpenter 
from his place of business. 
There are about 688,000 refu- 
gees in Jordan — that's more 
than a third of the country's 
population—and there is sim- 
ply not enough land, not to 
mention jobs, to go around. 


"As a result, the refugee 


father in many cases has not 
worked for 18 years. The son 
has followed the occupation 
of his father, so he does not 
work either." 


UNRWA is seeking to over- 


come this handicap by ele- 
mentary and secondary edu- 
cation, vocational training and 
university scholarships. There 
have been some successes, ad- 
mittedly, but the g e n e r a l 
record of accomplishment is 
dismal. 


"These people cling to the 


hope that one day the United 
Nations will put things right 
and they will return to Pales- 
tine," an UNRWA spokesman 
says.

The circuit 
is closed when mercury, a 
liquid, flows across the con- 
tacts. 


Noisy switches should be 


replaced in bedrooms, bath- 
rooms and the hallway out- 
side bedroom doors. Replace- 
ment throughout the house 
may not be necessary from 
the standpoint of noise, but 
could be justified on the basis 
of efficiency in the long run 
since mercury switches, with 
fewer moving parts, last long- 
er. 


First step in any electrical 


work is to make certain the 
power is off. A switch or fuse 
will control the circuit on 
which you are working. If it 
is a fuse, remove it rather 
than simply loosening it. The 
best way to be positive the 
power is off is to turn on the 
light controlled by the switch 
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you are replacing. If remov- 
ing the fuse turns off that 
light you know you are safe. 


Use Daylight 


Plan your job for daytime 


so that you will not be fum- 
bling around in the dark. 
Keep a flashlight handy in 
case you have to look into 
the wall to examine the wir- 
ing. 


With the power off you are 


ready to start work. Remove 
the screws 
that 
hold the 


switch plate in place. Put 
these aside carefully. Metal 
ears at the top and bottom of 
the switch are secured to the 
metal switch box with screws. 
Remove these screws next. 
New screws are g e n e r a l l y 
provided with the new switch. 


Pull the switch forward so 


that you can work on it. 
House wiring is stiff so it may 
not come out as easily as you 
expect. Loosen the terminal 
screws so that you can remove 
the wire leads that are under 
them. Before actual removal, 
note how the wires are con- 
nected. With a t h r e e - w a y 
switch — one used to turn a 
light on and off from two 
points as on a stairway—there 
are three wires. 


Brush out loose plaster and 


dirt. Clean the bare ends of 
the wires so that they are 
bright. Emery cloth will do. 
This will make better contact. 


Fasten Wires 


Fasten the wires to the ter- 


minals of the new switch. 
Here you will encounter one 
difference between mercury 
s w i t c h e s and o r d i n a r y 
switches. The mercury switch 
MUST be positioned properly. 
One end is marked top. Make 
certain it is at the top. The 
switch will not work properly 
otherwise. Tuck wires and 
switch back into the switch 
box and fasten the metal ears 
to the box with screws pro- 
vided. Replace the plate using 
the old plate and screws. 


If the old switch was good, 


save it as a possible replace- 
ment in a basement or ga- 
rage.

That is our first dissent on 


Our second dis- 
sent is this: 


Instead of cutting back on pro- 


fligate federal spending Mr. John- 
son is initiating a program to 
compel private business to re- 
trench. He asks us to believe 
that our country will be helped 
not by cutting Government activ- 
ity, which eats up taxes, but by 
cutting private business, which is 
jp. producer of taxes. Coming even 
from so august a person as the 
President this is nonsense.

equipment — a feature which 
gives business a double allow- 
ance of tax-free depreciation 
funds during the early years when 
it is paying for new machines. 
Depreciation charges are heavy 
in the early years, but light there- 
ptfter — no tax gift is involved, 
for in the long run the total 
depreciation allowed 
is 
un- 


changed, whether the schedule be 
"expedited" or normal. 


Between the two proposals, 


striking out expedited deprecia- 
tion is the most damaging. The 
7 per cent tax credit is a one- 
year deal. YOU can live without 
it. But expedited depreciation is 


a business man looks to 


for help in paying for machinery 
in the tough early years. Loss 
of this help is going to hurt 
basic industry all over Ameri- 
ca. 


An example is The Star's new

when the first rioting followed 
the killing of a Negro youth by a 
white policeman.

Police controlled the first riot- 


ing after guardsmen moved into

southeast writer and in the ^i.'!. 
more district, five miles to the 
northwest. 


Police said 42 persons were

three policemen, although there 
has been no deaths. 


More than 80 persons were 


arrested and many stores, in- 
cluding several selling liquor, 
were looted. 


Sniping was sporadic and "al- 


most continuous" although no 
policeman was hit by a bullet. 


More than 20 police cars, two

and two buses were damaged. 


As guardsmen sealed off the

publican leader said "shows 
who stands where on cutting 
spending" to cope with inflation. 
Of the 21 Republicans wlio vot- 
ed, 
seven opposed Dirksen's 


move. 


Dirksen told reporters that 


"Johnson ate me up" at a re- 
cent White House meeting about 
Congress' action in voting more 
funds than he had requested. 


"I told him I would show him 


who is for reducing spending 
and who is not," Dirksen said. 


As it turned out, 33 Democrats 


and 7 Republicans voted to sus- 
tain the higher spending level. 
Dirksen

move.
